Applicants filed Petitions on May 9, 200 1, requesting correction of inventorship to add 
Mr. Guo-Hua Miao and delete Mr. Willie H.-T. Loh. Applicant's Petitions also requested waiver 
of the requirement for a statement under 37 CFR § 1 -48(a) from Mr, Miao as to lack of deceptive 
intent. Applicant's Petitions also requested waiver of the requirement for an executed 
declaration under 37 § CFR 1.63 from Mr. Miao. The Office of Petitions dismissed Applicant's 



herewith the following documents: 1) Declaration under 37 CFR § 1 .63, signed by Mr. Miao; and

The Office of Petitions noted in the Decision Refusing Status that it appeared Mr. Fan 
had in fact signed the supplemental declaration, whereas Applicants stated Mr. Fan refused to 
sign. The Office of Petitions is correct. Applicants inadvertently stated that Mr, Fan did not sign 
the supplemental declaration, when in fact he did do so. 

The Office of Petitions requested proof that Mr. Ernie Unger has authority to consent to 
correction of inventorship on behalf of the assignee, Cargill, Incorporated. Mr. Unger does have 
authority to sign on behalf of Cargill, Incorporated. However, to expedite prosecution, a 
Declaration under 37 CFR §3.73 is enclosed herewith, executed by Hairy Gwinnell, Vice- 
President and Chief Intellectual Property Counsel of Cargill.
